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LOCKED IN VAULT 
NEGRO IS SAVED 
FROM LYNCHERS 


While Mob Stormed Depot, Furby 
Was in Vault of Express 
Office 


MOB WAS INFURIATED 
BY ASSAULT ON GIRL 


‘When Mob Finally Dispersed 


Negro Was Nearly Dead 
From Suffocation as Result 
of Being Confined in Vault 
For Hours---Troops Hurry to 
West Virginia Town.

Weston, W. Va., 
William Furby, a negro, 


‘ tonight was between death at the 


hands of a mob and suffocation in 
the steel vault of the express office 
at the Weston railway station. Out- 
side the little bulliding several hun- 
dred persons waited from afternoon 
until late into the night, demanding 
the life of the prisoner for an alleged 
assault on Miss Flora Anglin, a farm- 
er’s daughter. 

While the mob waited and resorted 
to occasional acts of violence, a large 
equad of special deputies and the 
regular force of sheriffs guarded the 
express office and kept the negro 
locked in the large express’ safe, 
where he had little air to breathe. 
For hours the crowd waited, but for 
a leader it failed to move 
with sufficient force to dislodge the 
deputies or fire the building. 

Rioters Stormed Place. 

The rioters stormed the place sev- 
eral times, breaking all the windows 
and forcing open the doors but were 
unable to gain access to the safe. 

The only hope of the officers, how- 
ever, to get their prisoner to the jail 
at Clarksburg, as they intended to 
do when the mob collected, .was in 
the arrival of state troops. An order 
Was issued early in the evening for 
the. mobilization.ef the militia at sev- 
points, but although special 
trains were provided, it was doubtful 
if the soldiers would reach the scene 
before early morning. 

The riot was caused by an attempt 
to remove the negro from this place 
after a hearing on the charge of crim- 
inal assault. 

At Furby’s hearing this afternoon 
Miss Flora Anglin declared she was 
attacked by Furby. 

Te appearance of Mr. Anglin, the 
father of Miss Anglin, an aged man, 
with long gray whiskers, upon the 
platform of the station, telling the 
crowd that the story of his daughter 
Was as true as steel, set the mob 
able to cope with the situation. 

Howled Down by Mob. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sprint mrde 
continued efforts to appeal to the peo- 
ple from a truck on the depot plat- 
form, but the truck was drown from 
beneath him and the crowd yelled him 
down. The officials were wholly un- 
able to cope with the situation». 

At 7:45 the mob burst open the door 
of the express room, where the sher- 
iffs and their prisoner had locked 
themselves in. All the -vindow lights 
were broken and the mob demand- 
ed the negro’s life, but the latter ‘vas 
pushed into the concealed vault of 
the express company for safe keep- 
ing, where he had hardly a breath of 
air. 

An appeal to Governor Glascock at 
Charleston for state troops was fol- 
lowed immediately by an order for the 
mobilization of the militia at Clarks- 
burg, Crafton and Parkersburg, and 
their dispatch here by special train. 
Until the arrival of the militia it was 
necessary to confine the negro to the 
airless vault. Although that might 
mean death to him from suffocation, it 
was considered a greater peril to re- 
lease him while the mob’s frenzy was 
at such a height. 

After the negro’s learing this af- 
ternoon he was held by the grand 
jury without bail to answer to the 
charge of assault and attempt to 
murder. 

Gives Story of Assault. 

The Anglin girl took the stand her- 
self and told how Furby attacked her 
when she was returning from the dairy 
en her father’s farm last Saturday 
night. While she struggled he dragged 
her fully 300 yards and following the 
attacks, he was in the alleged act of 
murdering her by strangulation, when 
a railroad flagman came running to 
her rescue. The negro ran to a horse 
tied up near by and made off, but 
the anima! fell. throwing the rider. 
His shoulder was dGislocateqd and he 
was easily captured. 

Following the trial a mob collected 
at the corthouse and demanded the 
negro’s person, but with the organi- 
gation of a large squad of special 
deputies and the regular force, Sherif 
Perry G. Alfred succeeded in getting 
hig man to the railroad station, plan- 
ning to take the 5:50 train for Clarks- 
bure. The train was an hour lat: 
however, and the mob meanwhile grew 
io such proportions that when § the 
train did arrive the authorities were 
unable to carry out their plans.

“bath tub trust,’ indications are that 
there will be no further opposition to 
the injunction proceedings instituted 
by the government. Criminal prose- 
cution which has been started in De- 
troit, it is said here, will not be stop- 
ped and Attorney General Wickersham 
is known to have charged his prose- 
cutors to insist un jail sentences if 
the defendants are convicted.

Two Dead and One Se- 
riously Wounded. 


White Men Were Trying to 
Prevent Removal of Farm- 
ing Implements When They 
Were Ambushed by the Ne- 
groes. 


Clarksdale, Miss., December 2?7.— 
W. W. Kirk, plantation manager, and 


L. D. Kesee are dead and John Holte 
is suffering from gunshot wounds, the 
net result of an ambuscade near Fitz- 
hugh, Miss. Three negroes, tenants 
On the plantation of which Kirk was 
manager, are being searched for by 
& posse, charged with the shooting. 

According to the statement of Holte, 
a@ report was made to Kirk that the 
negroes, Manley and Calebe Harvey 
and Allen Laster, were preparing to 
abandon the tract of land they were 
working and to take with them a 
number of farming implements. 

Kirk with Kesee, his nephew, and 
Holte were riding toward the negross’ 
cabin to investigate, when the negroes 
opened fire. Kirk died as he fell from 
his horse, and Kesee was mortally 
wounded and soon died. Holte ig shot 
through his hip, but not seriously 
hurt. 

Up to a late hour tonight the ne- 
groes had not been captured.

John and Henry Turpine Prob- 
ably Fatally Shot by Man 
Upon Whom They Are Said 
to Have Been Making At- 
tack--Holcomb Escapes.

At 
this point John Turpine attackeq Hol- 
comb with drawn knife and was also 
shot down, although the shot was not 
fireqd until an effort to pacify Turpine 
was made. 

Severa] ladies were in the store at 
the time cf the shooting and were in 
imminent danger from stray bullets. 

According to the testimony of eye- 
witnesses it is saig that Holcomb act- 
ed entirely in self-defense. He made 
his escape and his present whereabouts 
are not known.

Charlotte, N. C., December 27.—A 
small riot’ was precipitated last night 
six miles east of Wadesboro, the coun- 
ty seat of Ansor county, among a 
camp of several hundred Gypsies when 
aman who gave his name as “Chief 
Mitchell’ entered the tent of another 
meinber of the band of Gypsies, and it 
is eharged criminally .assaulted a 
woman. County authorities were sum- 
moned by citizens residing in the 
neighborhood in which the trouble oc- 
curred and several arrests followed. 

At a preliminary hearing held this 
afternoon before a local mistgrate, 
Mitchell was held without bail for the 
superior court to answer the charge of 
criminal assault, which is a capital 
offense in this state. 

Officers who went to the scene found 
séveral men and women tied to trees 
where they had been severely beaten, 
though not necessarily fatally injured. 
Rivalry between the two bands of Gyp- 
sies as to which was the leader, it is 
said, brought about the trouble. 

Mitchell claims that as he is chief 
of the band, that he has committed 
no wrong and does not seem to realize 
the enormity of the crime with which 
he is charged.

Commander of Warship 
Minnesota in Trouble. 


Alleged That Sims Was Too 
Pro-British m a Speech He 
Made in London at Banquet 
in Honor of Officers of the 
American Fleet. 


Washingtcn, December 27.—The case 
of Commander William M. Sims, of the 
U. 8S. S. Minnesota, who, according»to 
press reports, recently, in London, de- 
livered a speech so distinctly British 
that it has been regarded as offensive 
by citizens of other nations, is Tow 
in the hands of Presideut Taft. 

In response to a cable from Secre- 
tary Meyer, asking for an official re- 
port of the exact sentimants expressed 
by Commander Sims, Rear Admiral 
Murdock, commanding the third di- 
vision of the Atlantic fleet to which 
the Minnesota is*+ attached, made a 
cable reply, giving the substance of 
the commander’s remarks. 

Referred to President ‘Taft. 

Secretary Meyer today referred the 
case to the president, as commander- 
in-chief of the navy. for such actio. 
as he deemed the incident warranted. 

No inkling of the nature of Admi- 
ral Murdock'’s cable was obtainable 
at the navy department. Secretary 
Meyer would neither affirm nor deny 
that Commander Sims admitted § the 
accuracy of the published reports of 
his speech. 

The banquet a. which the speech 
was delivered was given in honor of 
the officers and men of the American 
fleet‘in the English channel and was 
one of the functions which marked 
the visit of the vessels to English and 
French ports. 

Replying to the welcoming. speech 
of the lord mayor of London, Mr. 
Sims, according to the press dispatch- 
es, sai@d that, speaking for himself, 
he ®elieved that Wf the time ever 
came when the British ebpire was 
menaced by an external enemy tiey 
might count on every man, every drop 
of blood, every ship and every dol- 
lar of their kindred across the seas 

Many Protests Received. 

Numerous protests have been re- 
ceived by the navy department, from 
persons of other nationality than 
British. In addition, it is said, the 
remarks are likely to give offense to 
men of foreign descent except british 
in the United States navy. 

Commander Sims was careful to 
state that the sentiments he express- 
ed were only his own personal views. 
and in this connection the point is 
raised as to how far a naval officer, 
in view of his official relation to the 
government, can go in publicly declar- 
ing his opinions when they bear an 
international aspect.

Pittsburg, Pa., December 27.—Twelve 
days ago Elmer Dese swallowed twen- 
ty-seven grains of bichloride of mer- 
cury, enough to kill one hundredg and 
fifty persons and today he died. After 
the poison had been taken a physician 
was summoned. and in a short time 
Dese was apparently as well as ever. 
He told members of his family what 
he had done, but gave the matter no 
more attention. Christmas eve he be- 
came ill and his condition gradually 
grew worse until he died from the 
effects of the poison.

One of the chief assets of the 
Aetna Indemnity Company (a Con- 
necticut corporation in no way related 
to the Aetna Fire Insurance Company) 
was, according to the statement of 
December 81, 1909, 1,500 shares, or the 
entire issue of the corporate stock of 
the Title Guarantee business. This 
corporation had, however, been dor- 
mant for some time. A lease of its 
title plant to a Rochester algatrict 
company produced an income, which, in 
addition to its other assets, gave the 
stockholdiig a value of $169,500 out of 
the total assets of the Aetna company 
of approximately $1,000,000. 

Robta After Indemnity Co. 

“Coincident with an increase in the 
capital stock of the Aetna Indemnity 
last spring, Robin seems to have 
opened negotiations for the purchase 
from it-.of the Rochester company. 
About that time both companies elected 
new officers, former Superintendent 
Kelsey (Otto H. Kelsey, of the state 
insurance department), becoming presi- 
dent of both. It appears that shortly 
prior to thie time, Robin, as one of 
the witnessés said, had ‘stated that 
he would purchase from the Aetna the 
stock of the Title and Guarantee com- 
pany.’ On the strength of this state- 
ment—for there was no contract until 
October, 1910, the assets of the Roches- 
ter company were turned over to him 
on March 21 and without the know!- 
edge of Presidert Kelsey’ or the other 
officers of the two interested insur- 
ance companies disposed of and manip- 
ulated as Robin directed.” 

The summary of this alleged manipu- 
lation follows and the statement then 


continues: 

“As a result, when the present in- 
vestigation began, the Title and Gypar- 
anty company of Rochester, instead of 
assets consisting of approximately 
$180,000, and p.acticaliy no labilities, 
now owes 6,000 and has against it 
bonds and stock in the Robin concerns 
whose value is approximately $106,- 
000. This is a net shrinkage of about

Rebels Have Mounted Cannon

El Paso, Texas, December 27.—A spe-

boat trip down these two: great water- 
Ways in 1811-1812, is a suggestion 
which has been referred by Mayor 
Martin Behrman, of this city, to the 
Louisiana Historical Society for con- 
sideration. 

The suggestion for the celebration 
came from John A, Young, of Chi- 
cago, this week, and met with the ap- 
proval of the New Orleans executive, 
especially in view of the fact that 
the first boat in the west was 
named the New Orleans, and its des- 
tination was this eity. The further 
fact is cited that Mrs. Roosevelt, wite 
of the builder of the boat, was a pas- 
senger on the New Orleans, and a 
great-aunt by marriage of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

“The voyage from Pittsburg to New 
Orleans in 1811 was of the greatest 
importance to the whole of the great 
west,” says Mr. Young in his letter 
to the mayor, “and at the same time 
was the first voyage of any steamboat 
on the rivers of the west.” 

The tentative plan further compre- 
hends a celebration and river pageant 
to start in Pittsburg, and making stops 
at every city on the way, each “of 
these intermediate cities to add their 
celebration ang pageant, all to end at 
New Orleans.

IMMIGRANT TIDE 
NOTYET AT FLOOD 


According to Report of 
Secretary Nagel. 


|He Thinks, All Records Will Be 


Broken During Present Fiscal 
Year--Some Hardships of th 
Immigration Laws Noted by 
the Secretary. 


Washington, December 27.—Secre- 
tary Nagel’s annual report, sent to the 
president today, “contains many im- 
portant recommendations for changes 
and improvements in the various bu- 
reaus and branches of the department 
of commerce and labor. 

Great popular interest attaches to 
the immigration and. naturalization of 
aliens, and much of the secretary's 
report is devoted to that subject. 

One of the hardships of the pres- 
ent immigration laws, Secretary Na- 
gel believes, is the separation of fam- 
ilies. In many instances qa father is 
admitted and his wife and children 
are barred out after the pioneer has 
made a home. The secretary believes 
that a more equitable ‘system could 
‘be found, and says he assumes it is 
the purpose of the law to keep fam- 
ilias together and not to separate 
them. The secretary suggests that 
some system by which inquiry should 
be made about the families of immi- 
grants before fathers and sons are 
admitted, should be put into prac- 
tice. 

Unless immigration can be diverted 
from Ellis Island or reduced, thee is 
need for additions to the facilities 
there. At no port is there any ade- 
quate provision for handling immi- 
grants, declares the secretary,  al- 
though at most places sites have al- 
ready been bought by the govern- 
ment for buildings to be used for 
these purposes. 

Stricter ,regulation

with contagious diseases is proposed. 
The secretary declares that the im- 
migration officials even fing it unwise 
to allow alien’ employees of steam- 
ships to land on American soil without 
applying the usual examination to 
them.

Objection of Railroads, 

One of the most serious objections 
the railroads for not 
having mileage pulled by conductors 
on the trains is that holders of mile- 
age books do not always check their 
baggage over the roads On which the 
mileage is used. For instance, if the 
holder of a mileage book wishes to 
check his baggage to a certain point 
on a railroad, and then wishes to 
travel over a different road to tha‘ 
particulaf point, all he has to do is 
present his mileage book to the agent | 
and have his baggage checked and:

Two per cent of all who ap- 
plied for admission were turned back. 
They numbered 24,270 in all, as against 
10,411, in 1909. Though no increase in 
attempts to import contract labor is 
apparent, 1,700 aliens were deported 
as. such during the year. Stricter leg- 
islation to govern that class of immi- 
gration is recommended. 

Secretary Nagel refers briefly to 
violations of the white slave law and 
declares that immigration officials are 
able to cope with only a fraction of 
the violations. If the traffic is to be 
stamped out, he says, the states and 
municipalities must take a@ more ac- 
tive interest. 

Promotion of employees by merit 
and not entirely by scholastic exami- 
nation is treated at length by Secretary 
Nagel, who believes scholastic exam}- 
nation may be proper when an appli- 
cant enters the government service. 
The conditions within the service, 
however, he thinks, call for an entire- 
ly different test for promotion. 

“Employees work under the direc- 
tion and observation of chiefs of bu- 
reaus and divisions and their capacity 
efficiency and resourcefulness are 
judged by them,” says the secretary. 
“In the final analysis their rights to 
advancement should be wholly deter- 
mined by the opinions of these super- 
vising officials, provided such opin- 
ions are well informed, judicious and 
conscientiously reached,”’ 

Secre ry Nagel puts himself on 
record as in favor of some sort of super- 
annuation or ;etirement for clerks. He 
believes compulsory retirement for age 
or disability would be an economical 
measure for the government and ex- 
opinion that if salaries of 
clerks are to remain as they are, the 
government can afford to provide a 
straight pension without contribution 
from employees.

Packed and jammed with spectators, 
witnesses and arresting policemen, the 
Atlanta police court, with Judge Nash 
R. Broyles on the bench, \ground out 
Christmas aftermath for two hundred 
and sixty-seven offenders yesterday, 
the record for a single day’s work. 

The echoes of joymaking with 
knives, razors, pistols, cannon crack- 
ers, Roman candles, human fists, booze 
and near beer were all heard at this 
extraordinary Session, and Judge 
Broyles was a fagged-out individual 
as he laid aside his pen at 6:30 p. m. 

Pistol-Toters Suffer, ' 

Those who celebrated Christmas 
with fireworks and toy and real pistols 
paid a heavy price for their fun. Twen- 
ty-three persons, mostly negroes, were 
held for the state court under the 
new pistol-toting law. In most cases, 
a fine of something like $25.75 went 
down extra for. the noise. 

And this great mass of cases does 
not nearly represent the activity of 
the police during the Christmas season. 
Those tried were held in the station 
house. Probably fifty persons will be 
arraigned today, representing those 
fortunate enough to have been released 
on copies or ca8Sh collateral, 


Youngest Drunk on Record. 


The youngest female charged with 
“plain drunk” in the history of the 
court faced Judge Briles. Mary Lou 
Riggins, a little ll-year-old negro 
girl, a typical .kinky-haired Georgia 
pickaninny, was the offender. 

“We found her dead to the world,” 
stated th arresting officer as Mary 
Lou pushed her way through the crowg 
to the stand and faced the recorder. 

Mary Lou is an orphan and she lives 
with her aunt. Christmas eve night, 
while the aunt was out, the girl 
swiped a pint of choice whisky in the 
cupboard, especially ordered for the 
holiday, and after swigging at the 
contents, her brain was clouded and 
She raised such a disturbance the 
neighbors called the police. $5.75, the 
usua] price for a plain qgrunk, was the 
fine imposed. 

Santa Claus brought Albert Johnson, 
a 12-year-old negro boy, a parlor rifle. 
He was giving .. a try-out on one of 
the principal streets of Darktown 
when two policemen hove in sight with 
a prisoner whom they were carrying to 
the box. 

“I heard a crack and the whiz of a 
bullet,” said Officer Wiley. “The 
bullet hit right over my head and 
struck in a telephone pole,” Albert 
was sent to the stockade for thirty 
days as punishment for his fun. 

It cost Tom Jackson, another ne- 
gro boy, $5.75 for discharging a toy 
pistol, and Walter Bentley, who was 
said to have been having a high old 
time from the back of Dr. Todd's 
drug store with a full-grown 32 cali- 
ber revolver, was fined $15.75. Hiram 
Moore, another juvenile, got a fine of 
$15.75 for discharging a pistol on the 
street. 

When Cornelia Strickland, a negro 
woman, faced the bar of justice, the 
arresting officer told the judge that 
she made “the hair fly” among a 
crowd of Negro women in a Decatur 


street dive. Cornelia was described 
as a bad scrapper, and her conduct 
was. thought so disorderly that she 
was fined $15.75. 

Cracker Causes Trouble. 

Joe Smith, a young white man, 
pitched a giant cannon cracker on the 
street Saturday night and about the 
time the fuse had burned to the ex- 
plosion point a trolley car rolled by. 

The jar and excitement attracted the 
attention of a policeman and Smith 
was “run in.” He said he didn’t mean 
for the cracker to explode under a 
trolley, but his fine was $10.75, never- 
theless. 

“This nigger'’s pockets were studded 
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with half-pint bottles of whisky,” 
stated Sergeant Holcombe, as Henry 
Samuels, a negro, was brought out of 
the prisoners’ room, Henry was caught 
“rolling the bones” in an obscure alley, 
with some of his cronies, and it hap- 
pened that he was the only one nabbed, 
the others taking to their heels. As 
a traveling blind tiger, he went to the 
stockade for thirty days. 

The price for discharging a Roman 
candle was set down at $1.75, the fine 
being imposed on Mannie Fambro, a 
negro man, who was caught by the 
officer during his celebration in an 
alley off Decatur street. 

His Remarkable Story. 

When N. G. Nichols, a white man, 
who said he was a butcher, was ar- 
raigned on the charge of being too 
full, he told such a remarkable story 
that he was discharged. 

He said that a bunch of Marietta 
street toughs knocked him in the 
head, robbed him of all his spare cash 
and then left him across the railroad 
tracks for a passing freight’s enter- 
tainment. 

“When I came to myself,’’ said Nich- 
ols, “I had Knots and bruises all over 
my head, my pockets were wrong side 
out and I was lying across the rail- 
road tracks. 1 got up just as a train 
was rounding the curve. I. found a 
policeman and asked him the way 
home and he thought I was drunk.” 

J. A. Joyner, a young white man, in 
addition to receiving a blackened eye 
in a scrap on Marietta street, was fined 
10.75 for his Christmas eve jag. 

Leonard Lutherwitz (pronounced 
“Liquorwitz” by the court) and Ed Mc- 
Intyre, steel workers on the new sky- 
scraper going up at Marietta and 
Broad streets, were arraigned for a 
fight they had on Christmas eve night. 

“It was a regwar fist and skull 
affair,” stated Patrolman Frey. Mc- 
Intyre explained that he was attempt- 
ing at the time to get Lutherwitz 
home. -They were fined 10.75 each. 

Fined for Impersonation. 

J. E. Taylor, white, feeling fine from 
the effects of beer, it was said, tried 
to arrest two young men on Decatur 
street for late hours. He was fined 
$15.75 for impersonating an officer. 

P. J. Hickey, a white man under 40, 
a machinist by trade, staggered into 
a store at Marietta and Simpson 
streets and raised a row’ because the 
negro porter wouldn’t comply with 
his unusual request to ride him home 
in the establishment’s wheelbarrow. It 
was said that he cursed everybody in 
the store when he discovered that he 
was not to be granted his unique joke 
ride. During the ride to the station 
in the patrol wagon Hickey was ac- 
cuseq of having abused the Wagon 
officer, so adding up the list of 
Hickey’s offenses, Judge Broyles de- 
cided that he had enjoyed $50.75 worth 
of fun. 

With a red nose, accentuated by a 
blood-reqd flannel shirt and crimson 
tie, Blueford Landers, a young white 
man, was fined $5.75 for a “plain 


drunk.” 

Two decks of cards, six pints of 
whisky and 65 cents in change were 
the evidence presented when Artimus 
Gibson, colored, and seven of his 
friends were arraigneq on the charge 
of engaging in a game of “craps” in 
Reynoldstown. 

“When we broke in the room, Mey 
scrambled for the money like chickens 
going after grains of corn,” testified 
oe arresting officer. They were fined 
$10.75. 

Held for Killing Negro. 

Oscar Jones was held without bail 
for stabbing to death Charley Ferrell, 
another negro, on Peters street, Sat- 
urday night. Oscar denied the crime, 
but Officers Hood and Gorman pre- 
sented a bloody knife which they found 
on him after arresting him. 

Jones’ loving spouse thought Judge 
Broyles had sentenced her husband to 
be hanged immediately, when he an- 
nounced that he would hold him for 
trial. The woman screamed and went 
into hysterics. She had to be carried 
bodily from the court room.

Robinson, a clerk in the office of Sen- 
ator Percy, of Mississippi, was found 
dead in his office at the capitol today. 
A janitor entered the room last night 
and saw the man, who was about 65 
years old, lying on a sofa. The jani- 
tor withdrew quietly, as he thought 
Robinson asleep. 

Today it was discovered that he 
had been dead for hours. : 

Mr. Robinson came to Washington 
from . Mississippi as private secretary 
to Senator Walthall, who died in 189%. 
Later Robinson served Senators Mc- 
Laurin, Gordon and Percy. 

Those who found the body were 
convinced that death had come natur- 
ally while Robinson lay asleep.

INSANITY IN THIS COUNTY 


“Prohibition decreases insanity” 
Such was the interesting statement 


John R. Wilkinson, who is called upon 
to pass on all insanity cases from Ful- 
ton county. 

Judge Wilkinson gave interesting 
and convincing figures to back up his 
assertion. 

I 1907, the last year of the whisky 
saloon in Georgia, there were 104 per- 
sons adjudged insane in the ordinary’s 
court. Since that year a steady de- 
crease has been shown. In 1908 there

were 87 cases. of lunacy in Fulton; in 
1909 there were 80 cases, and in 1910 
there have been about the same num- 
ber. 

“The decrease in lunacy cases since 
prohibition has been about 16 = $ per 
cent,” said Judge Wilkinson, “and I am 
thoroughly convinced that prohibition 
is largely responsible for it. During 
the years of the saloon we always 
ran over 100 cases, but not in any year 
since prohibition have we had as many 
as 100. There is only one plausible 
explanation for it, and that is that the 
absence of the saloon is the cause.”

S POSTAL MEN 


“No postmaster has ever had a bet- 
ter servic than I have had during the 
holiday season npw closing,” remarked 
Postmaster MsKee yesterday as he 
was glancing over a partial report of 
the heavy service the working force 
in the Atlanta postoffice has just had. 

“To start with, my force was short. 
It has always been short, for that 
matter, and I found it absolutely 
necessary to take on a few additional 
clerks in every department as well as 
more carriers and carriers’ help to dis- 
patch what we were receiving. And it 
was a Sleasure to me and my lieuten- 
ants to see the efficient ang hearty 
work of the entire force, recruits as 
well as regulars, rendered in scrying 
the people of Atlanta. Were it pos- 
sible to present a comparative record 
of the receiving and delivery work in 
Atlanta with“any city in the country, 
none barred, I would feel safe in say- 
ing that not a city, New York included, 
with the heaviest incoming and out- 
going mail it has ever known, would 
show better or more satisfactory re- 
sults. Not only did we send out the 
biggest mail Atlanta has ever known— 
I mean more letters and more pack- 
ages, more bundles and more parcels— 
but our receipts were in the same pro- 
portion. 

“And during the entire ten days,” 
went on Postmaster McKee, “we had 
very few complaints—lI mean real 
complaints that required time to ad- 
just. So perfect was Ed Berry’s force 
arranged by him that little time was 
lost investigating complaints and 
rectifying errors. Berry knows his 
work thoroughly, and while I do not 
care to personalize, I feel sure I would 
neglect my duty did I not pay a per- 
sonal tribute to his preparation for the 
heavy work. he knew was coming, to 
the energy he manifested in directing 
that work and to the manner iz which 
he handled his force. 

“It woulg be useless to try to re- 
count the work in this office at pres- 
ent. When I say it was not only the 
heaviest Atlanta has ever known, both 
coming in and going out, that is about 
all that can be saiq just now.

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NO FINAL DECISION

Legal Controversy Over Bogus

New York, December 27.—Final de- 
cision, it appears today, has not been 
rendered by the court of first in- 
stance in the cotton bills of lading 
litigation growing out of the alleged 
frauds operated in the name of the 
Alabama and Mississippi firms  tIast 
spring. While the supreme court, after 
hearing testimony as to the facts, di- 
rected a verdict for $39,000 against 
the Hanover National bank in favor 
of Springs & Co., cotton brokers, who 
sued for repayment of moneys paid 
on a draft to which were attached bills 
of lading which subsequently proved 
fraudulent, no judgment was entered 
against the bank. A motion for a new 
trial was immediately made, and on 
this Justice Newburger withheld de- 
cision until after briefs had been’ filed 
on the questions of law involved. Jan- 
uary 4 was the time limit set for the 
filing of briefs. 

The suit is regarded as important as 


a test case for other suits which might 
be brought.

Captain David G. Wylie, well-known 
railroad man and a confederate vet- 
eran, died Tuesday morning at 580 


'weeks. Captain Wylie was taken sick 
during November, while on a_visit to 
his sister, Mrs. M. M. Key, in Carthage, 
Ark., and since his return home had 
not been well.

At the close of the struggle Captain 
Wylie entered the railroad service, and 
was employed by the eld W. & A.

offices. When the W. & A. changed 
hands he retired from its service and 
was elected commissioner of . public 
works of Atlanta, which position he 
held for eight years. He then retired 
to private life. 

In May of 1870 Captain Wyllie mar- 
ried Miss Lou Ella C. Keith, of this 
city, who died in January of 1904. Of 
their union was born two children, 
both of whom died young. Surviving 
the deceased are his brother, Capt. 
James Wylie, of this city, a _ sister, 
Mrs. M. M. Key, of Carthage, Ark., 
a half brother living in Texas and a 
half sister in Arkansas.

New York, December 27.—Afser a 
very quiet and practically featureless 
morning, the cotton market became 
more active with prices breaking 
‘sharply, uncer scattering liquidation 
and a re:::wal of local bear pressure, 
which appeared to be encouraged by 
rumors of bearish private ginning re- 
turns and the absence of bull support. 
The close was steady, but prices show- 
€q a net loss of from 13 to 21 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2 points to an advance of 3 
points and fiuctuations were compara- 
tively narrow during the early trad- 
ing. Liverpool remained closed, so 
there was no cables, and there appear- 
ed to be nothing in the general news 
over the holidays to create any fresh 
sentiment: Nevertheless there was 
some scaitering liq -idation, and while 
at first this w.s quite well absorbed 
by a’ little support from leading bull 
sources or buying by spot people, the 
offerings gradually became heavier. 
Possibly people who had carrieg cotton 
over the holidays were disappointed 
that with Christmas cotton and the 
three -ays’ adjournment out of the 


way, outside business did not immedi-. 


ately improve. At any gate, when 
bearish rumors as to ginning were cir- 
culated and local professionals took 
the short side, liquidation became 
more general, a few stop loss orders 
were caught and active positions easeqg 
off to a net loss of from 21 to 25 
points.

The dispute is one of 
long standing, which recently took on 
a critica] phase owing to the assertion 
by the Dominicians of the right of oc- 
cupation of the disputed territory and 
the construction of roads by them 
north of Perdenales. 

American Minister Russell stated 
that while news of the conflict had 
reached Santo Domingo, it was 
promptly denied, though the Haitien 
government is admitted to have sent 
out armed forces to compel the 
Dominicans to stop work on the road 
between Perdenales and Lake Fondo. 

The Dominican government, which 
is building the road, insists that it 
does not cross Haitien territory, and 
that even if it it did so, the matter 
was one that shoulg be settled by 
diplomatic representations. The ac- 
tion of Haitiens in sending an armed 
force against peaceful road builders 
is, therefore, regardeqd as a clearly 
hostile act. This the Dominician au- 
thorities regard as sufficient to war- 
rant them in taking prompt defensive 
measures. be 

The difficulty is not regarded here 
as serious, but it is not unlikely that 
one of the little gunboats on the Cen- 
tral American coast will be sent to 
San Domingo to observe the develop- 
ments.

Fell Like Rocket for 
Nearly Two Miles. 


Freezing of His Engines Caused 
Intrepid Aviator to Glide 
at 100-Miles-a-Minute Rate 
From Altitude of 9,000 Feet 
to Within 200 Feet of Earth. 


New Orleans, La., December 27,— 
Spirally gliding down from an altitude 
of almost 9,000 feet with a frozen 
carburetor, a dead engine, blown -ive 
miles from his course by a 40-mile- 
an-hour wind, John B. Moisant, inter- 
national aviator, swept down to with- 
in 200 feet of a stump-strewn, tree- 
Studded area at the rate of a hun- 
dred miles an hour this afternoon at 
the aviation field. His engine thaw- 
€d in the warmer lével only in time 
to allow the daring aviator to. start 
his propellers and thread a perilous 
passage from among the trees, rise 
and settle with a graceful sweep onto 
the field amid the cheers of several 
hundred people who had risen in their 
excitement and started to rush _ to 
where Moisant was thought to have 
fallen to wreck and possible injury. 

Aviators, press representatives and 
officials croawded about the little avia- 
tor and congratulated him on his es- 
cape. He coolly explained that owing 
to his high attitude his carburetor 
had stuck and only the downward 
rush, resulting in sufficient pressure 
against the bevelled blades of the pro- 
pellers, went to keep them turning 
long enough to take the impulse of 
the revived motor, bad saved him 
from wreck. 

Moisant, despite his nafrow escape 
from possible injury or death and 
wreckage of his 60-horse power Wie- 
riot monoplane, was the least excit- 
ed person on the field and was in- 
clined to regard the incident as one 
of the many that are apt to happen 
to the airman and nothing to create 
any great excitement. 

A Wonderful Feat. 


Other aviators hére pronounce Moi- 
sant’s feat of making the glide in 
the strong wind and of threading his 
way safely out of the maze of frees 
which surrounded him as one of the 
most wonderful they have ever seen. 

Moisant’s altitude establishes the 
record for the New Orleans meet so 
far, the actual unofficia] figures be- 
ing given out as being 8,038 
feet, but all agreed that the real fig- 
ure was nearer 9$,000 feet, as showed 
by the aneroid barometer. 

This beats Roland Garros’ altitude 
of 7,125 feet, made three days ago, 
by almost a thousand feet. 

Despite his narrow escape and over 
the protest of his brother, A. J. Moi- 
sant, the little aviator ascended in 
his Bleriot a short time after .n the 
teeth of the wind, which was then 
blowing 30 miles an hour, and a sec- 
ond beautiful flight, in order to pre- 
vent the crowd from being disap- 
pointed. 

On his first flight Moisant remained 
aloft 32 minutes 2 2-5 seconds, while 
on his second aerial journey he rode 
the winds for 7 minutes 5 2-5 sec- 
onds before descending. 

Rene Simon, the young French avi- 
ator, not to be outdone by his intrep- 
id team mate, ascended in the stiff 
wind and rode serenely to a height of 
several hundred feet, remaining aloft 
8 minutes, 32 seconds. 

After Moisant’s second flight, Simon, 
determined to go up as often as did 
the Chicagoan, again started his mo- 
tor and soared upwards for 8 min- 
utes 3 seconds. Both time he _§re- 
ceived an ovation for his daring. 

Wind a Fierce Gale. 

At times in the higher altitudes, 
said the aviators, the wind appeared 
to -be 50 miles an hour, and as could 
be plainly seen by the spectators, was 
sufficiently strong to hold the mon- 


_Oplanes, capable of 60 to 70 miles an 


hour in still air, almost stationary at 
times for two or three minutes.

Advertising by means of 
circulars, no matter how 
attractively they may be 
gotten up, will never bring 
commensurate returns with 


the outlay involved.

Contest in Air a Feature 
at Los Angeles.

Parme _in. “Baby” | Wright, 
Easily Defeats Ely in Sixty- 
‘Horse Power Curtiss Racer. 
Aviators Sped on Course im 
Ten-Mile Breeze. 


Aviation Field, Los Angeles, Cal., 
December 27.—Aeroplane racing was 
initiated today. Eugene Ely, in a 60- 
norgse power Curtiss racer, started from 
Scrath with Philip O. Parmalee, in 
the “baby” Wright, and defeated him 
by nearly half a mile in 8% miles 
contest. 

The race was a feature of a rather 
dull day. The aviators sped over the 
course in a 10-mile breeze. Ely’s time 
was 10:051-5, or approximate 52 miles 
an hour. Parmalee’s time was i.0¢ 
taken. Ely’s time around the track of 
approximately 1% miles, follows: 

First lap, 2:024-5; second 1ap, 
2:013-5: third lap, 2:011-5; fourth 
lap, 2:00 3-5; fifth lap, 1:59 1-5. This was 
much slower than the time Ely made 
in a speed test earlier in the day. In 
this test he went onte around the 
track in 1:581-5, or about 59 miles 
an hour. This is a record for the 
field. ‘ 

Glenn Martin, an amateur aviator 
from Santa Ana, Cal., fell 75 feet dur- 
ing a practice flight, but was not hurt. 
Martin had just completed his machine, 
a Curtiss type of biplane, equipped 
with a motor made by a local firm, and 
had made three circuits of the long 
course. Then he lost control of his 
planes on a turn, after having flown 
more than 2 miles ang was dashed 
against the fence inclosing the field. 
His machine was wrecked.

SUUNDLY RAPPED 


In Brief Filed by Ex- 


Senator Foraker. 


Foraker Contends That Tax Is 
Unconstitutional for Same 
Reasons Income Tax Was 
Held Invalid---Foraker Fears 
Power Given to President. 


Washington, December 27.—The le- 
gal contest over the constitutionality 
of the corporation tax provisions of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff act was renewed 
today in the supreme court. of the 
United States, when former Senator 
Joseph B. Foraker, of Cincinnati, filed 
a brief attacking the law. He is one 
of many attorneys retained in the case 
when it was first presented to the 
court in March, 1910. Senator For- 
aker is expected to make an oral ar- 
Zument when the case comes before 
the court for rehearing about January 
16. 


Corporation Income Tax: 


The brief submitted today follows 
closely the brief prepared by the 
senator when the case wag first pre- 
sented. It is argued that the tax is 
neither laid on the corporation itself 
and its franchise, nor the business o? 
the corporation, but on the entire net 
income. The senator’ designates it as 
a “corporation income tax,’”’ and holds 
that it is unconstitutional for the same 
reasons that the income tax was de- 
clared unconstitutional in 1895. 

The feature of the tax, which pro- 
vides for publicity of the returns on 
which the tax is ascertained, again is 
attacked, despite the amendment to 
the law last summer, after the cor- 
poration tax cases had been argued 
the first time before the supreme 
court. 

This amendment provided that the 
returns should be made public only un- 


proved by the president. These rules 
and regulations, finally promulgated, 
provided for restrictions on publicity 
in certain respects, but left open for 
inspection .the returns of corporations 
whose stock was listed upon a stock 
exchange or advertised in the press or 
offered for sale to the public by the 
corporation. 
Private Affairs Exposed. 

Senator Foraker urges. that this 
leaves the private affairs of ‘these cor- 
porations open to the inspection of a 
competitor or an enemy in business, 
much to the detriment of such corpo- 
rations. 

The effect of the amendment, how- 
ever, he says, is not to be measured 
by the rules and regulations that have 
been adopted, but by the power that is 
conferred upon the president. 

“All may agree that the present 
chief executive,” says Senator Foraker 
of his former competitor for the presi- 
dency, “would not abuse such a power, 
but no one can read the future and 
know that in time we may not have 
a@ chief executive who will abuse it. 
It may be that we never have nad a 
chief executive who would abuse it, but 
that is no guaranty against what may 
happen in the unforeseen contingen- 
cies and exigencies of the future.”
